ST. LOUIS, Mo., Oct. 28.—The Ger- 


man Empire and the United States

trees, and each about five acres tn ex- 
tent, have been assigned ti) the United 
Suites and German governments as the 
laboratory for their tests.

•call on "arboretum" and observe all 
American methods of 
forestry, and 


then step across into what the German 
•designates as a "forest garden," and 
Jearn the German method. 


No trees will be cut from either 


tract.
